Hne'fs due to one of those tremendous son 
whieh some times afftict whole conmhunities, 
rather than to actual danger. With the body 
of troops scattered along’ the line, or rather 
congregated at certalh pofts, the interruption 
can hardly be of Yong duration, if they are 
energetically and’ propertly handled. Ir. all 
the reports of depredations east of Denver, 
we have looked fi vain for any anthentic 
rtatement of fact, which would justify the be- 
lief that any large body of Indians has been 
seen at any one point. TAno case can we find 
that over one bugdred hostile savages have 
been seen at any one time. Notwithstanding 
the wonderful stories afloat, we have seen, or 
beard nothing to render it improbable that all 
the depredations bave thus far been committed 
by two or three small bands of savages. The 
foundation for this great scare seems to rest 
almostly entirely on the fact that friendly (*) 
Indians, trappers and traders, have for some 
time predicted a general Indian war along the 
Platte, and that some seven or eight tribes 
had banded together to exterminate the whites, 
As we bave said, in no instance has any large 
body of savages been seen or heard of to- 
gether. No large or well equipped train has 
been molested. Small trains of emigrants 


 bave been ambushed, stragglers cut off and 
 ghain, and abandoned stage stations attacked. 


_ Qa our return from Bridger the other day, 
we bad the pleasure of traveling with Mr. 
James Stewart, Assistant general Superinten- 
dent of the Eastern line. Le bad just passed. 
through the hostile district, and concurs in 
expressing doubt as to a general war. Lle 
represents the panic among the whites as being 
intense in the extreme, but being an eminently 
practical man, gives little credence to the 
thousand and one tales which dame rumor bas 
set afloat—in the infected district. Asan evi. 
dence of the “faith that is in him’”—after the” 
stock bad all been withdrawn from Fort Kear- 
ney to Julesburg, he took a coach and six 
horses at the former place, with ope man as 
driver, passed over the road to Cottonwood, a 
distance of one hundred miles—there obtained 
a change of team and passed on another hun- 
dred miles to Julesburg~be and his solitary 
attendant, alternately driving. The ranches 
along the line had all been deserted—the 
stations abandoned and the stock drawn off. 
¥et, in all that dtetance—the very worst of the 
Indian country—be saw not a single hostile red 
skin, and very few friendly savages. It wasa 
hazardous trip, and one which a man of ordi- 
nary boldness would hardly have taken, but 
it would seem to indicate that the Indians are 
neither so numerous Dor 80 dangerens as the 


panic would lead one to believe. At Fort, 


Kearney there were two companies of soldiers, 
nnd at Cottonwood about one buandred. Mr. 
Stewart, before leaving, expressed his opinion 
that with even ‘these troops, properly dis- 
tributed at the right time, the line could have 
been kept open. Older heads—possibly wiser. 
(but we doubt it) thought otherwise, and as 
the stock tenders could not be induced to re- 
main at the stations without protection, of 
course nothing was to be done except to draw 
off the stock. Asaspecimen of the way ru-

ouisville, Aug. 30th. 

A report reached Cave City saying that the 
Col. commanding Post at Gallatin, ordered the 
depot there to bd’ burnéd, ‘as it ‘was out of 
range of his guns. Jessee’s gang went into 
Ghent, Ky., last night, after having shot three 
négroes in the suburbs. The Vevay home 
guards shelled the rebels out of Ghent from 
the opposite side of theriver. Jake Bennett's 
squad of 17 men went into Owensburg on 
Saturday p. m., and captured and shot a Capt. 
Watters, of the 3rd Ky. cavalry. They also 
captured ten negroes and sbot-aeven of them. 
The remaining three concealed themselves at 
the wharf boat, but the rebels set the wharf 
on fire and left. The citizens afterwards ex- 
tingfuished the flames. Twenty guerrillas, un- 
der, Capt. Pratt, attacked Taylorsville on Sun- 
day night but were repulsed by the Anderson 
County Home Guards. | 

‘Chicago, August 31st. 

The Democratic wigwam is again densely 
packed to-day, and the crowd eutside even. 
greater than before. 

The Convention was called to order at 10 
o'clock, and proceedings opened with prayer. 

Wickliffe said the delegates of the north- 
west were of opinion that circumstances may 
occur Letween now and the 4th of March for 
the Democracy of the country to meet in Con- 
vention. He therefore moved that the Con- 
vention should not be dissolved by adjourn- 
ment, but*remain® enbject to the call of the 
Executive National Committee, A commauni- 
cation was then received from the Democratic 
National. Committee embodying a resolution 
adopted by the Committee, in substance as 
follows : 

That it is the deliberate conviction of this 
Committee that had the life of Stephen A. 
Douglas becn spared, his gigantic grasp of 
mind taken in connection with his declaration 
that “war is disunion,” would long since have 
restored the power of the Federal compact 
and avoided that terrible loss of life for which 
nothing can conpensate. 

“The President then stated the question be- 
fore the Convention to be on ordering the pre- 
vious question, and it was ordered without dis- 
sent. The vote was then taken by States ; the 
Chairman of each delegation annvuncing the 
vote, when the States were called @ Conneeti- 
cut and Ohio having been passed for a mo- 
ment, the vote stood 162 for McClellan, the 
remainder scattering—when the different dele- 
gations began to change their votes, and the 
final result was as follows: 

Maine—McClellan, 7; New Hampshire—do, 
4; Vermont—do, 5; Massachusetts—do, 12 ; 
Rhode Island—do, 4; Connecticut—do, 6 
New York—do 33 , New Jersey—do 7; Penn.

11; Ohio—McClellan 15, Seymour 6; Indiana

‘very close. When day dawned so as to make 


distant objects perceptible, much to the sur- 
prise of the assembled vessels, there could be 
discerned lying securely under the guns of 
Fort Fisher, the long sought object of their 
search, the rebel steamer Tallahassee. There 
she still lays, and will probably continue to 
stay, unless some dark night be the closing 
of her career. Admiral Lee designs takin 
all possible precaution, and will’ to-morrod 
leave this post to visit the blockade off Wil- 
mington.
